. Bye - Laws 
1. No person shall use in a factory or at any other place within the Cantonment 
any mechanical whistle , syren or trumpet, for the purpose of summoning or dis 
missing workmen or persons otherwise employed , or for any other purpose, without 
previously obtaining the permission in writing of the Cantonment Board . 

2 . Such permission as is referred to in bye - law 1 may be granted subject to 
such conditions as the Cantonment Board may think it to impose as to the times 
at or during which the mechanical whistle , syren or trumpet may be used . 

3 . The Cantonment Board may , on giving one month s written notice to such 
person , revoke any permission granted under these bye - laws. 

4 . A contravention of bye - law 1 or 2 shall be punishable with Ane which may 
extend to one hundred rupees .
